The annual message was in fact 
the Democratic platform on which 
the President will seek election in 
November. Because inflation will 
undoubtedly be a major issue in 
the political campaign, the Presi- 
dent devoted a considerable time 
to this subject. 

“We must,” he told the joint ses 
sion assembled to hear him de- 
liver the message, “stop the spiral 
of inflation.” He urged his list- 
eners to give the Government 
“within the shortest possible time” 
the weapons that are so desper- 
ately needed in the fight against 
inflation. 

Inflation, he said, is the ma- 
jor problem that affects all our 
goals, He continued: 

“Already inflation in this 
country is undermining the liv- 
ing standards of millions of 
families, Food costs too much, 
Housing has reached fantastico 
Price levels, Schools and hos 
pitals are in financial distress, 
Inflation threatens to bring on 
disagreement and strife between 
labor and management, 

“Worst of all, inflation holds 
the threat of another depression, 
just as we had a depression aft- 
er the unstable boom following 
the first World War.

Union message to Congress: 


. PRESIDENT, Mr. Speaker, members of the Eightieth Congress: | 


We are here today to consider the State of the Union. 

On this occasion, above all others, the Congress and the 
President should concentrate their attention, not upon party but upon 
country; not upon the things which divide us but upon those which 
bind us together—the enduring principles of our American system, 
and our common aspirations for the future welfare and security of 


the people of the United States. 


The United States has become 
great because we, as a people, have 
been able to work together for 
great objectives even while differ- 
ing about details. 

The elements of our strength are 
many. They include our demo- 
cratic government, our economic 
system, our great natural re- 
rources, But these are only par- 
tial explanations, 


The basic source of our strength 
is spiritual. For we are a people 
with a faith, We believe in the 
dignity of man. We believe that 
he was created in the image of 
the Father of us all. 

We do not believe that men ex- 
ist merely to strengthen the state 
or to be cogs in’ an economic ma- 
chine. We do believe that gov- 
ernments are created to serve the 
people. and that economic systems 
exist to minister to their wants. 
We have a profound devotion to 
the welfare and rights of the in- 
dividual as a human being. 

New Forces in World, 

The faith of our people has 
particular meaning at this time 
in history because of the unset- 
tled and changing state of the 
world, 

The victims of war in many 
lands are striving to rebuild their 
lives, and are seeking assurance 
that the tragedy of war will not 
occur again. Throughout’ the 
world new ideas are challenging 
the old. Men of all nations are 
re-examining the beliefs by which 
they live, Great acientific and in- 
dustrial changes have released 
new forces which will affect the 
future course of civilization. 

The state of our Union reflects 

the changing nature of the mod- 
ern world, On all sides there in 
heartening evidence of great en- 
ergy--of capacity for economic 
development—and even more im- 
portant, capacity for spiritual 
growth. But accompanying this 
great activity there are equally 
great questionsa—great anxieties 
~great aspirations. They repre- 
pent the concern of an enlight- 
ened ecople that conditions 
should be so arranged as to make 
life more worthwhile. 
We must devote ourselves to 
finding answers to these anxieties 
and aspirations, We seek an- 
awers which will embody the mor- 
al and apiritual elements of toler- 
ance, unselfishness and brother- 
hood upon which true freedom 
and opportunity most rest. 

As we examine the state of our 
Union today, we can benefit from 
viewing it on a basis of the ac- 
complishments of the last decade 
and our goals for the next. How 
far have we come during“the last 
10 years and how far can we go 
dnring the next 10? 

It was 10 years ago that the de- 
termination of dictators to wage 
war upon mankind became appar- 
ent. The years that followed 
brought untold death and destruc- 
tion. 

We shared in the human suffer- 
ing of the war, but we were for- 
tunate enough to escape most of 
the war's déstruction. We were 
able through these 10 years to ex- 
pand the productive strength of 
our farms and factories, 

More important, however, is the 
fact that these years brought us 
new courage and new confidence 
in the ideals of our free democ- 
racy. Our deep belief in freedom 
and justice was reinforced in the 
crucible of war. 

On the foundations of our great- 
ly strengthened economy and our 
renewed confidence in democratic 
values, we can continue to move 
forward, 

There are some who look with 
fear and distrust upon planning 
for the future. Yet our great na- 
tional achievements have been at- 
tained by those with vision. Our 
Union was formed, our frontiers 
were pushed back, and our great 
industries were built by men who 
looked ahead, 

I propose that we look ahead 
today toward those goals for the 
future which have the greatest 
bearing upon the foundations of 
our democracy and the happiness 
of our people. 

I do so, eonfident in the 
thought that with clear objectives 
and with firm determination, we 
cam in the next 10 years, build 
upon the accomplishments of the 
past decade to achieve a glorious 
future. Year by year, beginning 
now, we must make a substantial 
part of this progress. 

First Goal; Oivil Rights in U. 8. 


Our first goal is to secure fully 
the essential human rights of our 
citizens. 

The United States has always 
had a deep concern for human 
rights, eligious freedom, free 
speech and freedom of thought 
are cherished realities in our land. 
Any denial of human rights is a 
denial of the basic beliefs of dem- 
ocracy and of our regard for the 
worth of each individual, 

Today, however, some of our 
citizens are still denied equal 
opportunity for education, for 
jobs and economic advancement, 
and for the expression of their 

views at the polls. Most serious 
of all, some are denied equal 
protection under our laws, 

Whether discrimination is based 

on race, or creed, or color, or 

land of origin, it is utterly con- 
trary to American ideals of dem- 
ocracy. 

The recent report of the Presl- 
dent's Committee on Civil 
Rights points the way to cor- 
rective action by the federal 

vernment and by state) and 
ocal governments. Because of 
the need for effective federal 


action, I shall send a special 
message to the Congress on this 
important subject. 

We should also consider our ob- 
ligation to assure the fullest pos- 
sible measure of civil rights to the 
people of our territories and pos- 
sessions, I believe that the time 


has comé far Alaska and Hawali 
to be admitted to the Union as 
states, 
Human Resources. 

Our second goal is to protect 
and develop our human resources. 

The safeguarding of the rights 
of our citizens must be accom- 
panied by an equal regard for their 
opportunities for development 
and their protection from econ- 
omic insecurity. In this nation the 
ideals of freedom and equality can 
be given specific meaning in terms 
of health, education, social secur- 
ity And housing. 


Over the past 12 years we have 
erected a sound framework of so- 
clal security legislation. Many 
millions of our citizens are now 
protected against the 14s of in- 
come whch can come with unem- 
ployment, old age, or the death 
of wage-earners, Yet our system 
has gaps and inconsistencies; it is 
only half-finished. 

e should now extend unem- 
Ployment compensation, old age 
benefits, and survivors’ benefits 
to millions who are not now pro- 
tected, We should also raise the 
level of benefits. 

The greatest gap in our social 
security structure is the lack of 
adequate provision for the na- 
tion's health, We are rightly 
proud of the high standards of 
medical care we know how to 
provide in the United States, The 
fact is, however, that most of 
our people cannot afford to pay 
for the care they need, 

I have often and strongly 
urged that this condition de- 
mands a national health pro- 
gram, The heart of the pro- 
gram must be a national system 
of payment for medical care 
based on well-tried insurance 
principles. This great nation 
cannot afford to allow Its citl- 
zens:.to suffer needlessly from 
the lack of proper medical care. 
Our ultimate aim must be a 
comprehensive insurance system 
to protect all our people against 
insecurity and ill-health, 


Adequate Education. 
Another fundamental aim of our 
democracy is to provide an ade- 
quate education for every person. 

Our educational systems face a 

financial crisis. It is deplorable 
that in a nation as rich as ours 
there are millions of children who 
do not have adequate schoolhouses 
or enough teachers for a good ele- 
mentary or secondary education. 
If there are educational inade- 
quacies in any state, the whole na- 
tion suffers. The federal govern- 
ment has a responsibility for pro- 
viding financial aid to meet this 
crisis. 
In addition, we must make pos- 
sible greater equality of oppor- 
tunity to all our citizens for an 
education, Only: by so doing can 
we figure that our citizens will be 
capable of understanding and 
sharing the responsibilities of 
democracy. 

The Government's programs 
for health, education and se- 
curity are of such great im- 
portance to our democracy that 
we should now establish an 
executive department for their 
administration. , “ 

Health and education have 
‘their beginning in the home. No 
matter what our hospitals or 
schools are like, the youth of 
our nation are handicapped 
when millions of them live in 
city slums and country shacks. 
Within the next decade, we must 
see that every American femily 
has a decent home. As an imme- 
diate atep we need the long- 
range housing program which I 
have recommended on Many oc- 
casions, This should include f'- 
nancial aids designed to yle’d 
more housin? at lower prices. It 
should provide pub'le housing 
for low-income famil'es, and v'r- 
orous development of new tech- 


nicues to lower the cost of build- . 


ing. 

Until we can overcome the 
present drastic housing short- 
age, we must = extend and 
strengthen rent control. 

We have had, and shall con- 
tinue to have, a special interest 
in the welfare of our veterans. 
Over 14 million men and women 
who served in the armed forces 
in World War II have now re- 
turned to civilian life. 
million veterans are being helped 
through school. Millions have 
been aided while finding jobs, and 
have been helped in buying 
homes, in obtaining medical care, 
and in adjusting themselves to 
physical handicaps. 

All but a ‘very few veterans 
have successfully made the transi- 
tion from military life to their 
home communities, The success 
of our veterans’ program igs 
proved by this fact. This na- 
tion is proud of the eagerness 
shown by our veterans to become 
self-reliant and _ self-supporting 
citizens, 

Natural Resources. 

Our third goal is to 
and use our natural resources #0 
that they can contribute most ef- 
fectively to the welfare of our 
people.

To this end our farm program 
should enable the farmer to mar- 
ket his varied crops at fair price 
levels and to improve his stand- 
ard of living. 

We need to continue price- 
supports for major farm com- 
modities on a basis which will 
afford reasonable protection 
against fluctuations in the lev- 
els of production and demand. 
The present price support pro- 
gram must be re-examined and 
modernized. 

Crop insurance should be 
strengthened and its benefits 
extended in order to protect the 
farmer against the special haz- 
ards to which he is subject. 

We also need to improve the 
means for getting farm prod- 
ucts into the markets and into 
the hands of consumers, Co- 
operatives which directly or in- 
directly serve this purpose must 
be encouraged — not discour- 
aged, The school lunch pro- 
gram should be continued and 
adequately financed, 

We need to go forward with 
the rural electrification pro- 
gram to bring the benefits of 
electricity to all our farm popu- 
lation, 

We can, and must, aid and en- 
courage farmers to conserve 
their soil resources and restore 
the fertility of land that has 
suffered from neglect or unwise 


All of these are practical meas- 
ures upon which we should act

Our fourth goal is to lift the

Another basic element of a 
strong economic system is the 
well-being of wage earners. 

We have learned that the well- 
being of workers depends on high 
production and consequent high 
employment. We have learned 
equally well that the welfare of 
industry and agriculture depends 
on high incomes for our workers. 

The government has wisely 
chosen to set a floor under 
wages. But our 40-cent *mini- . 
mum wage is inadequate and ob- 
solete, I recommend lifting the 
minimum wage to 75 cents an 
hour. 

_In general, however, we must 
continue to rely +on our sound 

system of collective bargaining 
to set wage scales. Workers’ 

incomes should increase at a 
rate consistent with the main- 
tenance of sound price, profit 

and wage relationships and with 

increasing productivity. 

The government’s part in labor- 
management relations is now 
largely controlled by the terms of 
Labor-Management Relations Act 
of 1947. I made my attitude clear 
on this act in my veto message to 

Congress last June, Nothing has 
occurred since to change my opin- 
ion of this law. As long as it re- 
mains the law of the Jand, how- 
ever, I shall carry out my consti- 
tutional duty to administer it. 

As we logk ahead we can under- 
stand the*ecrucial importance of 
restraint and«wisdom in arriving 
at new labor-management con- 
tracts. Work stoppages would re- 
sult in a loss of production—a 
loss which could bring higher 
prices for our citizens and could 
also deny the necessities of life to 
the hard-pressed peoples of other 
lands. It is my sincere hope that 
the representatives of labor and 
of industry will bear in mind that 
the nation as a whole has a vital 
stake in the success of their bar- 
gaining efforts. 

If we surmount our’ current 
economic difficulties, we can move 
ahead to a great increase in our 
national income which will enable 
all our people to enjoy richer and 
fuller lives. 

All of us must advance together. 
. One-fifth of our /families now 
have average anntal incomes of 
leas than $850. We muat see that 
our gains in national income are 
made more largely available to 
those with low incomes, whose 
need is greatest. This will ben- 
efit us all through providing a 
atable foundation of buying power 
to maintain prosperity, 

Business, labor, agriculture and 
government, workin together, 
must develop the policies which

Peace Based on Justice. 

Our fifth goal is to achieve 
world peace based on principles 
of freedom and justice and the 
equality of all nations. 

Twice within our - generation, 
world wars have taught us that 
we capnot isolate ourselves from 
the reat of the world. 

We have learned that the loss 
of freedom in any area of the 
world means a loss of freedom 
to ourselves-—that the loss of 
independence\ by any nation 
adds directly..to the insecurity 
of the United States and all free 

have learned that a 
healthy world economy is essen- 
tial to world peace—that eco- 
nomic distress is a disease 
whose evil effects spread far 
beyond the boundaries of the 
afflicted nation, 

For these reasons the 
States is vigorously 
policies designed to achieve 
peaceful and prosperous world. | 

We are giving, and will con- 
tinue to re our full support to 
the United ations, While that 
organization has encountered un- 
foreseen and unwelcome difficul- 
ties, I am confident of its ulti- 
mate success.

Yet so long as 
there remains serious opposition 
to the ideals of a peaceful world, 
we must maintain strong armed 
forces. : 

The passage of the National 
Security Act by the Congress at 
its last session was a notable 
atep in proves for the secur- 
ity of this country. A further 
step which I consider of even 
greater importance is the early 
provision for universal training. 
There are many elements in a 
balanced national security pro- 
gram, all inter-related and nec- 
essary, but universal training 
should be the foundation for 
them all. A favorable decision 
by the Congress at an early 
date is of world importance, I 
am convinced that such action 
is vital to the security of this 
nation and to the maintenance 
of its leadership.

tivities directed toward the crea-} 
tion of lasting peaceful relation-. 


ships among nations. 

We have been giving substan- 
tial aid to Greece and Turkey to 
assist these nations in preserving 
their integrity against foreign 
pressures. Had it not been for 
our aid, their situation today 
might well be radically diffetent. 
The continued integrity of those 
countries will have a powerful ef- 
fect upon other nations in the 
Middle East and Europe astrug- 
gling to maintain their independ- 
ence while they repair the dam- 
ages of war. 

The United States has special 
responsibilities with respect to 
the countries in which we have 
occupation forces; Germany, Aus- 
tria, Japan and Korea. Our ef- 
forts to reach agreements on 
peace settlements for these coun- 
tries have so far been blocked: 
But we shall continue to exert our 
utmost efforts to obtain satisfac- 
tory. settlements for each of these 
nations. 

Many thousands of displaced 
persons, still living in camps 
overseas, should be allowed entry 
into the United States.

HOW TO FIGURE. 
TAX CUT UNDER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (UP)— 
Here’s how you would figure your 
income tax bill under President 
Truman’, “cost of living tax 
credit”: 

You would compute your 1948 
taxes exactly as you did for last 
year. The rates would be the 
same. Then you would deduct $40 
for yourself and another $40 for 
each dependent. 

A man with a wife and two 
children would subtract $160 from 
his tax bill, for example. 

The credit would not take a bite 
out of taxes on 1947 income— 
taxes on which final settlement is 
due March 15. The credit would 
apply to income received after 
Jan. 1, 1948. 

President Truman did not ex- 
plain in detail how the plan would 
work. But Treasury Department 
experts said that if Congress 
should approve the President's 
Plan, the withholding tax would 
be adjusted immediately to take 
into account the reduction pro- 
posed by Truman. 

But taxpayers who are not 
who file quarterly installment re- 
turns would be able presumably 
to take their credits along with 
their first installment on 1948 in- 
come, which is due this March 15, 

In this respect, the President's 
proposal is similar to the tax re- 
duction bill introduced by Chair- 
man Knutson (Rep.), Minnesota, 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which also applies 
only to income received after Jan, 
1, Treasury figures show that 
individuals paid 18 billion dollars 
in taxes last year. 

Exempts 10,000,000. 

The Truman credit suggestion 
would free some 10,000,000 of the 
nation’s 50,000,000 taxpayers from 
federal income tax. It would have 
the same general effect as though 
present $500 individual exemptions 
were raised to a little more than 
$700. 

Exemptions come out at the 
“bottom,” which means the tax- 
payer—at present—subtracts $500 
for himself and each dependent 
before he computes hia tnx. 

The Truman credit would come 
out at the “top” after the tax is 
figured out. 

Knutson goes after tax reduc- 
tions from the bottom. His bill 
first would raise individual exemp- 
tions from $500 to $600, This would 
free some 6,000,000 persons from 
federal taxes, saving them about 
two billion dollars.

Knutson's bill goes further, All 
told it would cu’ taxes by a total 
of $5,600,000,000, compared to Tru- 
man's $3,200,000,000 cut. Other 
major provisions of the Knutson 
bill include cuts in rates up to 
30 per cent, and a section permit- 
ting couples to split their taxes. 

This latter would in effect ex- 
tend the lower ‘ax benefits en- 
joyed by couples in the 12 com- 
munity property states to aill 
states. Treasury officials, who are 
not adverse to tax splitting, have 
estimated that it would cost the 
Treasury from $700,000,000 to $900,- 
000,000 a year, 

Break for Large Families, 

The Truman plan would give 
the best break to large families, 
which would stand to gain more 
than they woul under the Knut- 
son plan even with cuts in the 
tax rate. 

President Truman has argued 
that federal revenues must be 
kept at present levels in order 
to meet foreign 1ecovery program 
needs and to pay off the national 
debt, which now stands at 258 
billion dollars, 

In order to make up for the 


$3,200,000,000 in revenue that 
would be lost through his taz 
credits, Truman would increase 
income taxes on corporations by 
the same amount, 


His message did not mention 
a specific figure, but tax experts 
said the present tax of 38 per 
cent on corporations earning more 
than $50,000 annually might have 
to go up as high as 50 per cent 
to maké up the difference. 

Corporations under that income 
level now pay slightly lower taxes, 
and Truman said “appropriate ad- 
justment” should be made for 
them when it comes time to re 
write the corporation tax bill. 

He pointed out that last year 
corporate profits reached a new 
peak of 17 billion dollars after fed- 
eral taxes. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
figures thaf the 350,000 .corpora- 
tions that paid taxes last year put 
more than nine billion dollars inte 
the Treasury. 

The Truman plan would take 
nearly half of corporate earnings, 
or nearly $14,000,000,000 on the 
basis of last year’s figures. 

The Knutson bill does not afe 
fect corporation taxes, Knutson 
plans separate legislation later to 
revise those and other federal 
levies, 


urge the Congress to pass suit- 
able legislation at once so that 
this nation may do ita share tn 
caring for homeless and suffer- 
ing refugees of all faiths, I be- 
lieve that the admission of these 
persons will add to the strength 
and energy of this nation.

To restore world trade we have 
recently taken the lead in bring- 
ing about the greatest reduction 
of world tariffs that has ever oc- 
curred, The extension of the pro- 
visions of the reciprocal trade 
agreements act, which made this 
achievement possible, is of extreme 
importance. We must also go on 
to support the International Trade 
Organization, through which we 
hope to. obtain world-wide agree- 
ment on a code of fair conduct in 
international trade, 

Ald to Europe, 

Our present major effort toward 
economic reconstruction is to sup- 
port the program for recovery de- 
veloped by the countries of Eu- 
rope. In my recent message to the 
Congress, I outlined the reasons 
why it is wise and necessary for 
the United States to extend this 
support, 

I want to reaffirm by belief: in 
the soundness and promise of this 
proposal, When the European 
economy ig strengthened, the prod- 
uct of its industry will be of 
benefit to many other arenas of 
economic distress. The ability of 
free men to overcome hunger and 
despair will be a moral stimulus 
to the entire world. 

We intend to work also with 
other nations in achieving world 
economic recovery. We shall con- 
tinue our co-operation with the 
nations of the western hemi- 
sphere. A special program of as- 
sistance to China, to provide ur- 
gent relief needs and to speed 
reconstruction, will be submitted 
to the Congress. 

Unfortunately, not all govern- 


ments share the hope of the peo- 
ple of the United States that 
economic reconstruction in many 
areas of the world can be achieved 
through co-operative effort among 
nations. In spite of these dif- 
ferences we will go forward with 
our efforts to overcome economic 
paralysis, 

No nation by itself can carry 
these programs to success; they 
depend upon the co-operative and 
honest efforts of all participating 
countries. Yet the leadership is 
inevitably ours, 

I consider it of the highest 
importance that the Congress 


should authorize support for the 
European recovery program for 
the period from April 1, 1948, 


where all nations, large and small 
alike, may live free from the fear 
of aggreasion, 

This leads to peace—not war. 

Above all else, we are striving 
to achieve a concord among the 
peoples of the world based upon 
the dignity of the individual and 
the brotherhood of man, ° 

This leads to pace—not war. 

We can go forward with confi- 
dence that we are following sound 
policies, both at home.and with 
other nations, which will lead ug 
toward our great goals for eco- 
nomic, social and moral achieve- 
ment. 

As we enter the new year, we 
must surmount one major prob- 
lem which affects all our goals. 
That is the problem of inflation. 

Already inflation in this coun- 
try is ‘undermining the living 
standards of millions of families. 
Food costs too much. Housing 
has reached fantastic price levels. 
Schools and hospitals are in fi- 
nancial distress. Inflation threat- 
ens to bring on disagreement and 
strife between labor and manage- 
ment. 

Worst of all, inflation holds the 
threat of another depression, just 
as we had a depression following 
the unstable boom following the 
First World War. 

When I announced last October 
that the Congress was being 
called into session, I described the 
price increases whjch had taken 
place since June, 1946. Wholesale 
prices had increased 40 per cent, 
and retail prices had increased 23 
per cent, 


Since October prices have con- 
tinued to rise. Wholesale prices 
have gone up at an annual rate 
of 18 per cent. Retall prices 
have gone up at an annual rate 
of 10 per cent. 

The events which have oc- 
curred since I presented my 10- 
point anti-inflation program to 
the Congress on Nov. 17 have 
it even clearer that all 10 points 
are essential. 

High prices must not be our 
means of rationing. 

We must deal effectively and 
at once with’ the high cost of 
living. We must stop the spiral 
of inflation. 

I trust that within the shortest 
possible time the Congress will 
make available to the govern- 
ment the weapons that are so 
desperately needed in the fight 
against inflation. 

Government Costs and Taxes. 

One of the most powerful antl- 
inflation factors in our economy 
today is the excess Of Govern- 


ment revenues over expenditures. 

Government expenditures have 
been and must continue to be held 
to the lowest safe levels. Since 
V-J day federal expenditures have 
been sharply reduced, They have 


been cut from more than 63 bil- 


lion dollars in the fiscal year 1946 
to less than 38 billion dollars in 


the present fiscal year. The num-

The first clapping came 25 min- 
utes after the President began his 
speech, It emanated from a few 
persons on the Republican side of

Mild Democratic 
greeted his plea for strong armed 
forces; even milder applause fol- 
lowed his request for universal 
military training. The President | 
was applauded briefly three times | 
during that part of his speech) 
which dealt with tax reduction. 

Although Truman paused twice |

Attackers, in Armored 
Toss - Explosives 
After Machine Gunning 
Crowd in Jerusalem. 


JERUSALEM, Jan. 7 (AP) — 
Jews disguised as Palestine po-. 
licemen rolled a bomb into the 
Jaffa Gate of the old walled city 
of Jerusalem from a crudely ar- 
mored motor car today and killed 
eight or 10 Arabs. At least 42 
persons were injured. 

An Arab policeman, who had 
been decorated with the King’s 
medal last week for 28 years of 
police service, and a Jew were 
killed by another bomb tossed from 
the car in flight. 

Police said two Jews subsequent- 
ly were shot to death tin fleeing 
afoot after the car was wrecked, 
and that two others were wound- 
ed and captured, Police said the 
vehicle was a Jewish settlement 
police car stolen from a garage 
“by 10 armed Jews,” 


A witness said the car, armed 
with machine guns, drew up to 
the Jaffa Gate firing into the 
crowd and moving slowly. 

“Then, as we thought they were 

turning away,” he said, “the bomb 
rolled into the street and the ex- 
plosion followed.” 
' The force of the second explo- 
sion apparently threw the armored 
car onto the sidewalk. The at- 
tackers then abandoned it. 

Firing between Jews and Arabs 
followed the blasts, and police and 
soldiers hugged the stone walla. 

The Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish un- 
derground organization, claimed 
responsibility for the Jaffa Gate 
bombing. An Irgunist statement 
professed determination to “de- 
atroy all road blocks leading to 
the old city or any area in Pales- 
tine.” The Jaffa Gate has been 
the oniy entrance to the old 
walled city for more than a week. 
The Arabs seized control of all 
eight gates and shut off 1500 Jews 
in their quarter. 

Tawo other Jews were killed and 
several other persons, including 
two Britons, were wounded in 
other incidents in Jerusalem and 
in the area between Tel Aviv and 
Jaffa, The total killed in Holy 
Land disorders now stands at 617. 
Today was VUhristmas for near- 
ly 100,000 Christian Arabs of the 
Eastern churches, which usé the

“See You in asota.” 

“I'm feeling fine,’ Williams as- 
sured Cronin. “I've been fishing 
for pike through the ice. I'm en- 
thusiastic about the coming sea- 
son and you can tell Joe Mce- 
Carthy I'll duplicate all my//1947 
performances, See you in Séra- 
sota.” 

In line with Owner Tom Yaw- 
key’s policy, Cronin refused to 
give the slightest hint about Wil- 
liams’s 10948 salary terms. “It's 
enough to say that it’s satisfactory 
to the player who led the Amer- 
ican League in so many offensive 
departments last year,” countered 
Joe in his best front office man- 
ner. 

But now and then a crack can 
be found in the wall of silence 
that surrounds Red Sox salary 
matters. Last year when Cleve- 
land's Bob Feller was reported to 
be drawing baseball's top salary 
with a $70,000 contract, some of 
the Fenway folk confessed that 
Williams was getting more than 
that. 

That probably meant that Ted 
was getting $75,000, for Yawkey is 
fond of round numbers.

Condensed Statement of Condition, December 31, 1947 PUBLISHED IN THE HEARST NEWSPAPERS, MARCH 19, 1917 


“T am heartily in favor’of universal military service. I believe 
it is the only effective system, the only democratic system. 


“Universal military service makes a soldier out of the citizen 
and at the same time a better citizen, a citizen better able to protect 
his own rights as well as the rights of his country. 

“Universal military service makes also a stronger and healthier 
race of men. 


“It is not soldiers who precipitate war: it is governments: and 
our citizens can well be good soldiers without danger of war as 
long as our Government is kept democratic in character and under 
the control of our citizens, instead of our -citizens being under 
control of the Government.’

cers and men—ragged symbols of 
unpreparednessa, 

Our only thought, now that we 
were still alive, was to reform our 
lines and somehow hurl back a 
punch at the Germans and Rus- 
siane who were calmly erasing 
Poland from the map of Europe 
by dividing it along a line agreed 
to by Ribbentrop and Molotov. 

The morale of the Poles in in- 
fernment was as low as‘ that o 
a military man can get. 


In the hope of raising itt, I 
started a tiny camp newspaper— 
‘the news for which was supplied 


by a sympathetic Hungarian, a 
retired colonel, who lived near our 
camp and permitted me—with the 
consent of the Hungarian prison 
authorities, to listen to his radio, 

Rut, inevitably, the paper was 
banned, and for the remainder of 
my career as a “publisher” in 
that camp I was forced to make 
verbal reporta of what was hap- 
pening to our homeland and the 
world. 

News of Sikorski. 

One item of news aroused our 
camp, for it held out a promise 
that we might renew the fight for 
our homeland.

threw myself into the dirt of a 
dark field and tried not to 
breathe when guards awept by on 
their bicycles, their lights sweep- 
ing the road and gullies, 

I lay there an hour, then walked

Budapest. I was sure the trains 
would be watched, so I shumped 
down into the corner of a third- 
class compartrrent, pretended to 
be drunk and aleepy. I had 
stretched my “Good evenings” too 
thin, 

The train reached Budapest at 
6 the next morning, but when I 
arrived at our legation in that 
city, two Hungarian policemen 
guarded the door, I kept walking 
and checked into a hotel, where I 
was immediately visited by the 
police, 

Somehow, I was able to con- 
vince them that I had inot escaped 
from an internment camp; that I 
was a Polish political refugee who 
wanted only to see someone in 
authority at his legation, 

The police promised to escort 
me there the next morning, and 
then I realized, to my great an- 
noyance, that this was Sunday. 
The legation was closed and I 
faced the task of remaining at 
liberty for 24 additional hours, 

But at last Monday morning 
arrived. J] was at the legation 
virtually at sun-up. The Polish 
colonel who recejved me thanked 
me for offering to Poland hun- 
dreds of trained airmen, infantry- 
men, mobile warriors and tech- 
niclans, but he said quite coolly 
that our camp would have to 
await ite turn. Other camps also 
were providing troops to renew 
the fight, 

But 1 convinced him that we 
must have a priority, because of 
our youth and eagerness to get to 
France, and in the end he gave 
me enough money to buy a cam- 
ern an film, told me to make my 
way back to Camp '‘angony, take 
as many “passport” pictures aa | 
could, and deliver them to him. 
Then he would go to work on spu- 
rious passports which would en- 
able the men to leave without too 
much of an offense to the neutral 
Hungarian Government, 

I did get back, selected 700 men, 
photographed them surreptitious- 
ly, and made a deal with a patri- 
otic and very brave Jewish mer- 
chant to supply clothes and 
trucks for us at much less than 
their coat,

Then | worked my way back to 
the legation, 

It was while we were making 
our final preparations to leave 
that I received one day an ordi- 
nary postal card from the lega- 
tion, plainly telling me that Sikor- 
ski had received my urgent mes- 
sages and wanted me to join him 
in Franoe. 

If the card had not been han- 
dled by a camp postmistress who 
was a good friend of mine, and 
had instead fallen into the hands 
of the camp officials, I. would 
have been kept there and even 
tually turned over to the Germans

But we got out. My own pass- 
port portray d me as a “technical 
worker under 18 years of age.” 

We got all the way to the Yugo- 
alav border—there were 28 or 30 
in my particular group-—before we 
were stopped. 

We were ordered back to Buda- 
pest by the Yugoslav guards, They 
put us on a train headed back 
toward internment. 

But 16 of us jumped off the 
train after a few miles, walked on 
foot to the border, and rowed 
across the Drawa river in a fish- 
ing boat we appropriated. There 
were a few stral shots at us in 
midstream, but we reached land, 
made our way to Zagreb, thence 
to Italy and finally to France,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: i 

Your editorial, “Up to the G.O.P.,.” 
commented on the feeble and wholly in- 
adequate anti-inflation bill recently 
passed by Congress, There is no hope, 
as you say, that industry will bring in- 
flation to a halt by voluntary control, 
mainly because it is against the inter- 
eats of industry to do so, 

Though industrial leaders, ike many 
.others of prestige, including many meém- 
bers of Congress, may give lip service to 


the fact that inflation is bad, privately | 


they oppose any means by which it may 
be checked. The basic reason for this is 
an extraordinary opportunity to make 
large profits from an advance in prices. 
When it comes to a real showdown, the 
possibility of a well-filled purse takes 
precedence over the national welfare. 

Just at the moment a frenzy of specu- 
lation has seized the country. Until this 
wears off by natural causes we can ex- 
pect little relief from inflation, 

Aa the apiral of inflation continues, 
which is certain if the Marshall plan 
goes into effect, all owners of tangible 
property will profit enormously. Doubt- 
less a majority of the members of Con- 
gress have investments that will in- 
crease in price, Back of these is a vast 
array of conatituents who will likewise 
profit; farmers, business men, mer- 
chants, large industries which make a 
business of producing and processing,

. money value as prices advance. 

Never before was there so large a 
stock of perishable goods in cold stor- 
age, never before was the situation so 
favorable in all lines of business to reap 
profits. Naturally investors recognize 
this and they also recognize that in 
order to insure these profits, our ex- 
ports must greatly exceed our imports. 

The passing of the feeble anti- 
inflation law indicates that those who 
would suffer from inflation lack the 
prestige to back up their protests 
against high prices.

St. Louis—Slum City 


St. Louis has a sordid distinction. Only five 
American cities among 108 have a greater per- 
centage of dwellings with outdoor privies and 
lacking private baths. We are that close to ab- 
solute bottom in decent housing. 

The Federal Housing Administration and the 
Bureau of the Census have issued a study which 
shows that only Birmingham, Memphis, Chatta- 
nooga, Montgomery and Shreveport--all South- 
ern cities—are worse off than St. Louis in sani- 

stary facilities for its families.’ 

The ugly fact is that one out of every three 
St. Louis dwelling units has no bath or toilet. 
Even many rural areas make a better showing. 

It would be hard to imagine a report more 
unpalatable to a civic body than this one, yet to 
its credit the St. Louls Chamber of Commerce 
has not only seriously taken-it up. George C. 
Smith, president of the chamber, is making cer- 
tain that the report gets wide public attention. 

This week's issue of the chamber’s publica- 


» tion, St. Louis Commerce, gives the disgraceful 
details. It shows that although New York has — 


almost 10 times as many dwelling units as St. 
Louis, our city has 3400 more units than New 
York without running water and 1000 more 
than New York with toilet but without bath. 

In other words, New York has slum sections 
but St. Louis is a slum city. 

There is no question about any of this. The 
Comprehensive City Plan, issued by the City 
Plan Commission last year, discussed it all 
under the subject of housing. It said: 

We cannot truthfully say that St. Louls 
is a good place in which to live when— 

We spend $4,000,000 general tax funds an- 
nually to maintain our obsolete areas. (This 
sum represents the difference in cost of 
governmental service and tax collections 
annually in these areas.) 

We have 33,000 dwellings still dependent 
on outside privy vaults. (The central busi- 
ness area alone has 2438 outside toilets.) 

We have an additional 25,000 dwellings 
where toilets are shared by several families. 

We have 82,000 dwellings in structures 
built before 1900. 

How has this condition come about? 

Why does St. Louis rank last among 14 com- 
munities with 200,000 or more dwelling units? 

The Comprehensive City Plan, which actually 
is the fulfillment of a request made on the Plan 
Commission by Mayor Kaufmann, answers these 
questions in words that children can understand. 

The only housing policy St. Louis has had is 
to abandon old areas and to move to a fringe of 
new areas. This has been done successively over 


the years until obsolete and blighted districts 
The 


earlier homes have not been modernized and 
equipped with conveniences and sanitary facili- 
ties. On the contrary, they have been allowed 
to deteriorate steadily. Yet their owners have 
not pulled them down to make way for new 
dwellings. They have preferred to get all they 
could from renters who could not afford to 
move to the new areas. 

And so in 1948 St. Louis stands 105 among 
108 American cities in housing. That is the 
price of allowing the grasping real estate owners 
and operators to run this side of the city’s life 
as suits their own pocketbooks. 

The City Plan says exactly what has to be 
done. The obsolete areas must be cleared and 
reconstructed. This is both economically and 
socially necessary. If it i@ not done, most of 
St. Louis will be brought under the blight. 

Mr. Smith could not be more right than he 
is in his statement of this problem: ° 


To say that housing is the challenge of 
St. Louis for 1948 is to make a gross under- 
statement. It’s the challenge for at least the 


next decade. : 

Now that the business community has had the 
filthy facts set squarely before its eyes, a bold 
program for transforming the city through slum 
clearance and modern housing should at last 
take form. 
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Those Ladies of Bologna 


There's just no way of telling what will get 
under some people's skin. For example, Dr. 
Francis Scott Smyth, dean of the University of 
California's medical school, has just ordered 
wallpaper pasted over the murals in the school’s 
lecture hall. This despite the praise won by 
Artiat Bernard Zakheim's pictorial history of 
California medicine. Dr. Smyth explained that 
faculty members had complained that the murals 
distract their students. . 

Well, if that’s true, it must have been a bless- 
ing in disguise when wartime bombs ripped 
through the famous Sixteenth Century ‘carved 
ceiling of the anatomy lecture hall in Bologna’s 
Archiginnasio. If a picture parade of stiff Cali- 
fornia men-in-white can keep students’ minds 
off surgery, what. must have been the effect of 
Bologna’s fine female figures? Why, they floated 


over the lecturer’s head with no more than a 


star or two—of the constellations they symbo- 
lized——stuck here and there to a finely modeled 
elbow or an even more Intriguing knee! 

And yet Bologna’s students have been famous 
for centuries for their learning. 
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In a Delicatessen Store 
The window of a delicatessen store on Broad- 
way — between Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 
streets where the lights are not so bright—of- 


fers the only comprehensive exhibit in Manhat-’ 


tan of the sources and uses of atomic energy, re- 
ports the New Yorker. 

In addition to pictures of atomic bomb bursts 
over Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini and a map 
showing all known sources. of fissionable mate- 
rial, there are samples of pitchblende, vanadium 
and caronite on display. The exhibits were as- 


sembled by the store’s owner, Maurice Paul, who ™ 


definitely is not using them to sell “atomic ham- 
burgers” or anything of the sort. 

It is not a stunt, but the result of the store- 
keeper's thipking-about what is the world’s ‘No. 1 
problem. Mr. Paul has become something of an 
expert on the subject. He has become acquaint- 
ed with Einstein and other atomic scieritists, and 
he distributes thousands of leaflets about the 
atom and what it might do to all of us. 

Perhaps a delicatessen store is a somewhat 
incongruous sounding board for such a warning. 
However, since most of the world’s politicians 
seem to have gotten over the scare that hit them 
on Aug. 6, 1945, one ought to be grateful that it 
is still remembered somewhere. Indeed, on sec- 
ond thought a delicatessen store does not seem 


inappropriate at all since most of the next bomb’s 
‘victims probably would be the sort of people 
who patronize delicatessen stores away from the 
bright lights—the little people of the world. 
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Getting Back on the Track 

By its 7-to-2 decision in the DiRe case, the 
Supreme Court goes a long way toward correct- 
ing its 5-to-4 ruling last May in the Harris case. 
The Harris decision was the one which sustained 
what Justice Murphy called “use of the odious 
general warrant or writ of assistance, presum- 
ably outlawed forever from our society by the 
Fourth Amendment.” ; 

In each case the question was the validity of a 
search by officers of the law. Harris was con- 
victed of draft evasion on evidence accidentally 
found in his home by FBI agents who were 
searching for mail fraud evidence. The Supreme 
Court’s approval of this conViction was so aston- 
ishing that the Post-Dispatch said. it could not 
stand—that Chief Justice Vinson's majority 
opinion had put the court “out on a limb which 
would break off.” 

The defendant in the DiRe case was arrested 
and searched because he was in an automobile 
in which police had been told a transfer of 
forged OPA coupons would take place. The 
record showed that police had no warrant for 


DiRe, For this reason the Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals at New York set aside his arrest as without 
“probable cause” and his search as illegal. 
Justice Jackson soundly handles the fact that 
forged coupons were found on DiRe: “A search 
is good or bad when it starts and does not 
change its character from its success.” Does this 
not mean that some offenders will go unpun- 
ished? At times, but there is a more important 
consideration. To quote Justice Jackson again: 


The forefathers designed our Constitution 
to place obstacles in the way of a too- 
permeating police surveillance, which they 
seemed to think was a greater danger to a 
free people than the escape of some crimi- 
nals from punishment. 


In a period of political tenseness such as we 
are going through today, it is all the more urgent 
that every proper protection be afforded the in- 
dividual—that searches and prosecutions be con- 
ducted with careful regard for historic guaran- 
tees. It is regrettable that Chief Justice Vin- 
son again. votes against Supreme Court protec- 
tion for the invoked human right. Without opin- 
ion, the Chief Justice stands by his Harris deci- 
sion while Justices Reed, Douglas and Burton 
now reject the so-called “appeal to necessity” of 
the searchers and prosecutors. 

Thus, while the court gets back on the track 
with respect to unreasonable searches, the dif- 
ference is further widened between the Chief 
Justice and a constant protector of Bill of Rights 
guarantees such as Justice Rutledge. 
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Examiners, or Monopoly Apologists? 

What is the mission of the examiners for the 
Maritime Commission in the investigation of 
Alaskan freight rates? Are they disinterested 
searchers for the facts or are they apologists for 
the shipping monopolies? r 

Two months ago the case against the monopo- 
lies of Gilbert W, Skinner of Seattle was fully 
documented at a federal hearing. It was shown 
that his shipping companies are authorized to 
charge rates twice those to Honolulu although 
the distance from Seattle to Honolulu and from 
Seattle to Nome are the*same. _ 

Gov. Gruening of Alaska put it this way: 


Alaska is handicapped by excessive mari- 
time transportation rates—the highest in 


the world in fact, imposed by what has 
become virtually a one-man owned absentee 
shipping monopoly, a monopoly fostered 


by unseen men in distant federal agencies. 

In the face of facts and statements such as 
these, the federal examiners have again called 
on the Maritime Commission to uphold the rates 


. of the Skinner monopolies. No wonder Philip 


Eden, CIO economist, says that Skinner has 
more influence than 90,000 residents of Alaska! 

The Maritime Commission .should réject the 
recommendation of its examiners, If necessary, 
it should conduct its own investigation. When 
other applicants are asking the opportunity to 
engage in shipping at lower rates, the commis- 
sion cannot justify the preservation of the 
Skinner monopolies at excessive rates. 

Here is another argument for statehood for 
Alaska, So long as Alaska is a territory, without 
Senators and Representatives to look out for its 
interests, greedy men will seek to victimize the 
helpless residents. 
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The Liberals Lenve Wallace 


. Mr, Wallace has issued his depressing 
invitation to disaster at a moment when 
progressives of every political faith are en- 
gaged in a desperate battle for the preserva- 
tion of political and economic freedom for 
all people everywhere, We reject his invt- 
tation, 

With these blunt words Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action, an anti-Red group of progressives 
holding membership in both major parties, re- 
fused to have any part of Henry Wallace’s pres- 
idential campaign. 


And with equal positiveness other organiza- - 


tions and individuals —- many of whom once 
looked to him for a measure of leadership— 
are pointing out the folly of his course. The 
New York State CIO has just done so. The 
editors of The Nation, America’s oldest liberal 
weekly, refused their support even before he 
made his announcement. Another repudiation 
came from Dr. Frank Kingdon, co-chairman of 
the Progressive Citizens of America. And each 
day sees the list grow longer. 

The A.D.A. statement was signed by the or- 
ganization’s top officers: Wilson Wyatt, Leon 
Henderson, Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., and Mayor 
Hubert H. Humphery of Minneapolis. These men 
know Wallace. “We regret the personal tragedy 
involved in his action,” they said. “But we can- 
not allow private sorrow to distract anyone from 
the ruthless political actualities. which inspire 
the third party movement at this period.” 

And what are those actualities? Why nothing 
less than the desire of American Communists 
to create: chaos and confusion. These people 
would welcome the wildest reaction in Washing- 
ton in the hope that it would be the prelude to 
their rise to power.

Now in 1948 the curtain rises on what realization that only America is capable 


appears to be the same old show, .The 1929 
crash still haunts our feast like Banquo's 
ghost. Every economic problem which both- 


ered us through the long years of the de- 
pression is still on our doorstep. Industry 
in America is a vast 
system of absentee- 
ownership concen- 
trated in fewer hands 
than ever before in 
the world’s history. 
This sprawling cor- 
porate bureaucracy 
is afraid of produc- 
tion ‘which it does 
not control. It ts {n- 
capable of utilizing 
the vast wealth of 
the twentieth cen- 
tury industrial revo- . 
lution. The country is 
desperately short of 
electric power, but 
new power developments might destroy the 
dominating position of private industry. . 
“re short of transportation. Yet if the 
a ment of air transport should follow 
the pattern of the development of the au- 
tomobile, present investments might be 
jeopardized by competitive struggle. 


The New Orthodoxy 


We are desperately short of medical 
service. Yet the present vested interests 
in that chaotic field stand in the way of 
any plan for the widespread distribution 
of medical care which interferes with the 
narrow interests of established groups. 
And so on wherever we turn, 

Historical analogies are unreliable,. Yet 
there is a striking similarity between the 
present chaos, intellectual and economic, 
and the confusion that followed the Refor- 
mation. Before the Reformation the medie- 
val church had become a hierafchy of 
economic institutions that had.caused Eu- 
rope to freeze into a consistent pattern of 
absentee ownership and restricted produc- 
tion, Its power was derived from estab- 
lished faith in a static order. ; 


*‘ Today men pin their faiths and owe their 
loyalties to av-hierarchy of business institu- 
tions with cathedrals not at Rome but in 
New York. These institutions appear to 
have power, Yet that power is shackled 
by the beliefs and habits of the nineteenth 
century. The impelling faith of today is 
that investments must be secure, That 
faith makes modern industry incapable of 
supplying the goods to create order out of the 
economic chaos of Europe, or of stimulating 
competitive development of industry in the 
outlying areas of our own country.

Government Must Help 


In the Middle Ages political government 
was supposed to be the temporal arm of 
the Church. Interference with the Church 
by political government was heresy. Today 
we are desperately trying to convince our- 
selves that political government is only the 
temporal arm of vast business empires 
which follow the great principles of re- 
vealed economic truth.

Just as we are preparing 
to return to normalcy, the Marshall plan 
destroys our hope that government can be 
put back to its accustomed role. 

The world desperately needs goods, Our 
traditional economic organization has no 
way of bringing the supply to those who 
need it. All this was true in 1929, but no- 
body knew it. Today we realize that an 
industrial revolution offering to the world 
new wealth beyond any former dream has 
destroyed our isolation. 


We Move Reluctantly 


Reluctantly, with fear and misgiving, we 
are being forced into a vast project to fur- 
nish goods to starving peoples. The com- 
mitment seems too overwhelming to be pos- 
sible of accomplishment, 

Yet the fear of Russian expansion has 
ptishred us into the position of again being 


. the arsenal of the democracies—except that 


it is an arsenal of food and production in- 
stead of weapons, We enter that period 
with a aplit personality—trying to return 
to the nineteenth century while we move 
forward in the twentieth. 


Of course there is a threat to our in- 
dustrial and political organizations, frozen 
as they are to the institutions, ideas and 
methods of a nineteenth century world, In 


the face of coming change no investments 
appear to be safe. Centralization of eco- 


nomic power is greater than it was in 1929. 
Barriers to trade and to new industry are 
greater, Vast inveatmenta depend on the 
continuance of this concentration and these 
barriers to trade, 

That is the reason why the 1929 crash 
is still a recurring nightmare—why our 
thinking constantly jumps back to it after 
almost 20 years. Half of our economic 
thought is devoted to speculating when the 
next depression is coming, 


Fear’s Intolerance 


In the face of this fear we are attempt- 
ing to prop up the familiar institutions as 
men always do in times of change. We 
want normalcy more than ever. 

Socialists are taunting us with our fail- 
ure to make our so-called capitalistic sys- 
tem a dynamic and expanding force and 
cheerfully predicting that the whole world 
will soon conform to the socialist ideal. We 
are trying to purge the Government of 
such seditious thinking. This is the intol- 
erance of fear, Yet even tolerant men,

Dr. Llewellyn Sale, New 
Head of Medical Society, 
Says Aid Is Inadequate.

Prompt action to extend ade- 
quate medical service to the en- 
tire population through group 
practice and enlarged non-profit 
insurance plans was advocated 
last night by Dr. Liewellyn Sale, 
assistant professor of clinital 
medicine at Washington Univer- 
sity, on his installation as presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Medical Sq 
ciety. 

“The status quo of medical

Y studied 7388 elopements 
and secret marriages of various 
kinds, There's a big difference in 
the past and future of them. 

Conventiona] reason for gloping 
is that parents oppose the mar- 
riage. Actually, less than half of 
the elopements fell in this group; 
and 45 per cent of them turned 
out happily. 

A second reason is connected 
with publicity—usually to avoid 
it; sometimes, as in Hollywood, to 
get it! School teachers in some 
states have been forced to marry 
secretly if they wanted to keep 
their jobsa—the boards of educa- 
tion seemed to think a married 
woman was not fit to be trusted 
with the care of children, Of the 
“publicity” group, 60 per cent 
turned out happily.

F you happen to have a radia- 

tor or warm air register that 

hasn't got around to getting 
warm as yet, you can begin to 
assume that it plans to go right 
through the winter in this same 
frigid condition unless, of course, 
you do something about it. 


Usually it is the radiator or reg- 
ister far removed from the heat- 
ing plant that is at fault, and in 
the case of a steam system this 
can sometimes be corrected by a 
slight increase in the boiler pres- 
sure. In a hot-water system things 


are more complicated but you can 
install a force pump in the lines. 
This pump is run by a small elec- 
tric motor and increases the cir- 
culation of the hot water either 
throughout ‘the entire system or 


just at distant points. The pump 
is wired to a thermostat so that it 
ll know when to go on and off. 


The same general arrangement 
can be applied to a warm-air sys- 
‘tem, but here you use an electric 
fan installed right in one of the 
air ducts, Forcing the circula- 
tion of air with this fan will jaz 
UP the heating system consider- 
ably.

HYDE PARK, Monday. 
T these is much in the paners 
these days about the problem 
of German recovery, Not one 
of us can afford not to think about 
this problem seriously, Germany 
is in the heart of Europe. 

After the first world war we de- 
cided that we would prevent Ger- 
many from rebuilding ag a poten- 
tial war power, but then some im- 
portant people began to wonder 
whether, on the whole, Germany 
was not less dangerous than Rus- 
sia and whether we did not need 
Germany as a bulwark against 
Russia, So we allowed her to re 
build. Instead of taking a firm 
stand, for instance, on the German 
occupation of the Ruhr, we turned 
our eyes away, partly because our 
own big business people had an 
interest in the big business com- 
binations which have branches in 
almost all of the great countries, 

Now it is very evident that a 


healthy Europe must have in the 


heart of it—in Germany—a self- 
supporting and contented people. 
But that does not mean that the 
great business magnates of Ger- 
many, who transferred their 
wealth to Switzerland, Spain and 
the Argentine, must be allowed 
again, in alliange with other bi 
business men, to bulld up the kind 
of German economy which would 
again lead to war. 
rR 


I SHOULD LIKE to see the 
Ruhr internationalized, I think the 
German owners are getting all they 
can right now out of those mines. 
And it is only human that what 
hidden German assets there are 
among the rich people will not be 
used for rehabilitation until those 


people are quite sure that the 
United States or Great Britain 
will not put im the needed money 
for them, 

If they know that there is no 
chance of using their great power 
in the same way they have used 
it before, and if they see that our 
assistance is going to build up the 
little people of Germany and not 
the big ones, I think that in their 
own interests they will find ways 
of investing their money not only 
to benefit themselves but for the 
good of rege we sc as well. 


INTERNATIONALIZING the 
Ruhr is not popular, but I have 
been wondering why this region 
could not be put under the United 
Nations. Then the U.N. could call 
upon such help as they needed 
from whatever nations had it to 
offer. 

The little people of Europe need 
help desperately and are having 
a hard time, but there are still 
people in all European countries 
who have assets. They can and 
should be drawn into the recov- 
ery program so that their abil- 
ities, which have been used in 
the past for the benefit of some 
particular big business group, can 
now benefit the whole people of 
their Sonencaee, “

Septicemia 
Grows Less 


Dangerous 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


LOOD POISONING, or septi- 
Beemia as this is known medi- 

cally, indicates the presence in 
the blood stream of bacteria which 
are alive and multiplying. This is 
usually associated with high fever, 
chills, headaches and other symp- 
toms. The patient may or may not 
be in a prostrate condition, The 
newer drugs such as the sulfa 
compounds, penicillin and strep- 
tomycin are effective for the ma- 
jority of the kinds of bacteria 
which may cause this. The death 
rate now in this disease, at least 
when it ih ‘diagnosed early and 
treatment instituted promptly, has 
been reduced to a fraction of its 
previous rate, 

Question: For several years I 
worked with a fellow who later 
was found to have T.B. Is there 
any precaution I can take & keep 
from getting it? What do you 
amivine? 

Answer: There are two precau- 
tions you can now take to ad- 
vantage. One is to keep your 
body resistance high by good, 
sound living, adequate rest and 
fresh air, avoidance of worry and 
a well-rounded diet. Also I would 
suggest that you have a chest 
X-ray taken. Early T.B, involve- 
ment of the lung may not produce 
aymptomsa of any note. If dia- 
covered early and proper treat- 
ment started, this disease is much 
more likely to heal well. Even if 


the X-ray is normal I would ad-. 


vise a recheck in six to 12 months, 

Since you were in contact with 
this patient) your chances of get- 
ting T.B, will depend on the dura- 
tion and proximity of the contact, 
your state of health at that time 
and your resistance to' this dis- 
ease. This last factor is very com- 
plex and depends on whether or 
not you were exposed to T.B. in 
the past, especially in early child- 
hood. 

After an X-ray, other tests may 
or may not be indicated, such as 
a blood cell count and an exami- 
nation of your sputum, 

In all Hkelihood your tests will 
all prove normal, but the precau- 
tions mentioned above should be 
taken. .

And it is even 
worse from the psychological angle, for it destroys a healthy 
morale, and reduces the happiness of our grandparents. As 
for a monthly pension of $200, that is psychologically unsound. 
The average elderly person will not spend that much money, 
for as we grow older we become hoarders. Even an elderly man 
or woman of wealth will seldom spend much in the decades 
after sixty. Moreover, the reckless spendthrifts in youth -will 
gradually become hoarders as they grow old. It is human 
nature,

CST. And his Monday night Tal. 
ent Scouts program over C.B.8, at 
at 7:30 CST came in with a rating 
that placed him among? the top 
flighters in radio acts. 

“I know it would sound better 
if I gave credit for my success to 
my mother, but actually it was a 
stuffed bear and an ad for ladies’ 
underdrawers that really got me 
going in radio,” Arthur told this 
reporter. 

The amiable redhead was going 
back to the days when he was a 
disc jockey and smalitalk maker 
on a Washington, D. C., ‘station. 
One day on an early morning 
program he started to read a ¢com- 
mercial for women's lingerie, 

“The more I read about how 
filmy and slinky and stuff these 
ladies’ underdrawers were, the 
redder my face got and I said so 
over the air and added that it 
looked as if some joker had loused 
me up,” Arthur explained. “Well, 
I thought here comes the old pink 
‘slip instead of the’pay check at the 
end of the week, but do you know 
that women mobbed that store to 
buy the underdrawers that had 
made Godfrey's face red.” 

The stuffed bear business hap- 
pened when Arthur had another 
commercial to read for a Wash- 
ington furrier named Zlotnick who 
was holding a big sale and ad- 
vising his customers to “stop in 
at the sign of the big white bear.” 

“I knew that bear out in front 
of Zlotnick's store and it was the 
dirtiest white bear in the whole 
of the United States and I said 
so on the air ahd added that 
maybe if enough people bought 
Ziotnick’s coats at this sale he 
would have enough money to give 
that stuffed bear a bath,” Arthur 
recalls, “And there it was again. 
Instead of getting the gate for 
manhandling the» commercials, 
word got around that I must be a 
terrific salesman because hundreds 
of people went around to see if 
Zlotnick’s bear was as dirty as I 
said it was, and, of course, a lot 
of them went in and actually 
bought coats.” ) 

From that day on, no power in 
radio could make Godfrey handle 
a commercial seriously. He kidded 
the sponsors, made fun of the 
acriptwriters, and panned him- 
nolf. 

“But,” he points out, “I never 
malign a product, I've never sold 
a product on the air that I didn’t 


believe in myself.” ¢ 


Once, in his pre-network days, 
Arthur proved his honesty with 
the listening public.

South thought about running 
from West’s emphatic double to 
five clubs, but feared that it might 
be merely leaving the frying pan 
for the fire. 

With a trump sequence such as 
West's, the safest and most con- 
structive lead was the trump 
queen, All of West's diamonds ne 
ured to take tricks after the A- 
were out of the way, hence there 
was no reason to try for a ruff. 
Oblivious of this, however, West 
opened his singleton spade, He 
never could recover from that 
lead! Declarer ruffed and returned 
a heart. West jumped up with the 
ace and belatedly laid down the 
diamond queeft, Declarer won and 
returned his remaining heart. 
Now, since it appeared very prob- 
able that the heart queen was in 
West’s hand (otherwise he would 
not have jumped in with the ace) 
and also, since if the heart finesse 
went wrong, East would not be 
able to take out dummy’s remain- 
ing trump, declarer put in the 
heart jack. It held and he cashed 
the king, discarding a club. 

South then took the club fi 
nesse, and when the queen held 
things appeared much brighter. 
Thé club ace was cashed and @ 
third round was ruffed. Declarer 
then ruffed dummy’s last heart, 
and at this point victory was in 
clear aight. West was now “count- 
ed” as having only diamonds left. 
Declarer led his last club and 
West was returned, but declarer, 
holding the K-9-6 at this point, 
made West a present of the trick. 
West then had to lead from the 
10-8 up to decjarer’s K-9, thus con- 
ceding the contract. 

The opening lead of the diamond 
queen would have made quite @ 
difference! It not only would have 
prevented a club ruff in dummy, 
but would have saved West from 
the throw-in play that cost the 
other trick.

Grows Less 


Dangerous 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


LOOD POISONING, or septi- 
Beemia as this is known medi- 

cally, indicates the presence in 
the blood stream of bacteria which 
are alive and multiplying. This is 
usually associated with high fever, 
chills, headaches and other symp- 
toms. The patient may or may not 
be in a prostrate condition. The 
newer drugs such as the sulfa 
compounds, penicillin and strep- 
tomycin are effective for the ma- 
jority of the kinds of bacteria 
which may cause this. The death 
rate now in this disease, at least 
when it 4k ‘diagnosed re and 
treatment instituted promptly, has 
been reduced to a fraction of its 
previous rate. 

Question: For several years I 
worked with a fellow who later 
was found to have T.B. Is there 
any precaution I can take # keep 
from getting it? What do you 
mivise? 

Answer: There are two precau- 
tions you can now take to ad- 
vantage. One is to keep your 
body resistance high by good, 
sound living, adequate rest and 
fresh air, avoidance of worry and 


. a well-rounded diet. . Also I would 


suggest that you have a chest 
X-ray taken. Early T.B. involve- 
ment of the lung may not produce 
symptoms of any note. If dis- 
covered early andf proper treat- 
ment started, this disease is much 
more likely to heal well. Even if 


the X-ray is normal I would ad- 


vise a recheck in six to 12 months, 

Since you were in contact with 
this patient/ your chances of get- 
ting T.B, will depend on the dura- 
tion and proximity of the contact, 
your state of health at that time 
and your resistance to' this dis- 
ease. This last factor is very com- 
plex and depends on whether or 
not you were exposed to T.B. in 
the past, especially in early child- 
hood. : 

After an X-ray; other tests may 
or may not be indicated, such as 
a blood cell count and an exami- 
nation of your sputum, 

In all likelihood your tests will 
all prove normal, but the precau- 
tions mentioned above should be 
taken,

And then this loyal and dynamic 
Roman Catholic closed his mes- 
sage with a quotation from one of 
the most eloquent declarations of 
World War II, the address ‘of 
Rabbi Roland Gittelsohn, Rabbi 
Gittelsohn, of the Fifth Marine 
Division, in April of 1945, spoke 
as follows at the cemetery on 
Iwo Jima: 

“Here lie officers and men, 
Negroes and whites, rich and poor 
, » « here are Protestants, Catho- 
lics and Jews ... here no man 
prefers another because of his 
color. Here there are no quotas 
of how many from each group are 
admitted or allowed ... Theirs is 
the highest and purest democ- 
racy.”

Kindly, of course, is an adverb, 
and it must modify the verbs 
thank and thanking. Therefore, 
the .expressions literally mean “I 
thank you in a kind manner;.!

“Wishing you a pleasant good 
afternoon” is a mistake of a sim- 
ilar nature, for it actually ‘says:

Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


T’S a fact that one of the most 

colorful and flavorful vegeta- 

bles available in the winter- 
time is not popular except in com- 
munities where there are custom- 
ers of southern European extrac- 
tion. That vegetable is red cab- 

e. The reason it is not a 
favorite with other families is 
that they use the green or white 
cabbage technique in its prepara- 
tion and this just wen produce 
satisfactory results. Red cabbage 
contains pigment belonging to a 
group known as anthocyanins 
which give the red or purple color 
in blue flowers and fruits. When 
an alkali is added to vegetables 
containing this pigment, they turn 
purple first, then blue and finally 
green which is very unattractive. 
So red cabbage cooked in plain 
water, that almost always con- 
tains a smal) percent of alkali, is 
sure to turn to a very unattrac- 
tive color. But when an acid is 
added to the water, the cabbage 
turns to a most attractive reddish 
purple color. Experienced cooks 
have learned to always add vine- 


| gar or a tart apple or both to this 


vegetable as it cooks. Then the 
tissue of red cabbage is consider- 
ably firmer than that in ordinary 
green or white cabbage and so it 
must be cooked much longer. 
While green cabbage cooks to its 
most attractive stage in from five 
to 10 minutes in an open kettle, 
red cabbage profits by cooking in 
a covered pan from 30 to 45 min- 


utes. 

Cabbage With Apples. 
One small head red cabbage 
(two to two and one half pounds), 
three greening apples (medium), 
two whole cloves, one half tea- 
spoon salt, dash pepper, one slice 
| onion, boiling water, two table- 
spoons butter, one fourth cup vin- 
egar, two tablespoons flour, one 
tablespoon currant jelly. 

Trim cabbage, cut in quarters, 
then slice thinly. Put cabbage 
into saucepan with the apples that 
have been peeled, cut in quarters, 
cored, then cut in eighths. Add 
salt,, pepper, onion and 
enough boiling water to come with- 
in one half inch of the top of 


and simmer until tender—from 30 
to 45 minutes. When tender, blend 
the butter and flour to a smooth 
paste, gradually add one half cup 
liquid drained from the simmered 
cabbage, then add the flour water 
paste to the cabbage gradually, 
stirring gently to keep smooth. 
Heat to boiling and simmer three 
or four minutes. Remove cloves, 
add the jelly as soon as jelly melts, 
serve piping hot in a vegetable 
dish, Five servings.

Peel potatoes thinly and slice 
thinly, Arrange in a shallow Cas- 
serole holding four cups, Melt 
butter, add the reat of the seagon- 
ings, stir thoroughly and drizzle 
over the potatoes, Cover and bake 
in a moderately hot oven (400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) about 45 min- 
utes. Uncover the last 15 minutes 
of cooking. The rima of the potato 
slices on top and sides should be 
brown and crisp.
